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The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken as 
a whole neither teaches nor renders obvious a rolling bearing combination including a resin 
material formed retainer having a plurality of pockets for locking the rolling elements to freely 
roll where at least one of the pockets is shaped so that the radial clearance gap ratio is 0 < 5r/Da 
< 0.09 and the axial clearance gap ratio is 0 < 8a/Da < 0.06, where a kinematic viscosity of abase 
oil at 40 C of the grease is 10 to 40 mm 2 /sec. The prior art references to Ishiwada et al. 
6,648,517, Abe 5,642,945, Miyake 5,522,667, and Osawa et al. 4,493,513, each disclose rolling 
element bearings specifying an axial clearance gap, but there is no suggestion in any of these 
prior art references as to the specific radial axial clearance gap. Prior art references to Fujita et 
al. 6,340,244 and Suzuki et al. 5,401,105 each disclose a rolling bearing lubricated with grease 
having a kinematic viscosity as set forth in the claims, but do not suggest the combination with 
the specific axial and radial clearance gap radios.
